claims, the U. S. navy — whpse 
strehglh has been' much in evi- 
dence in the Pacific recently —now 
is virtually non-existent.

Eighten battleships, 27 aircraft 


carriers, 92 cruiser, 79 destroyers, 
107 submarines, six other warships 
"of unidentified type," four special 
ships, eight gunboats, seven mine- 
sweepers, 25 torpedo boats and 31 
other war vessels.

ballot commission appointed by the 
president the right to

special war ballots for election of 
president and olher national of- 
ficials — Ihe three senators spear- 
headed the sizeable Senale group 
seeking 
preservation 
of "stales' 
righls," 


The amendmenl lefl distribution 


of soldier ballots to the 
states, 


which always have claimed exclu- 
sive right under the federal consti- 
tulion lo conduct elections. It is 
this same principle that is behind 
the longslanding conlrovery over 
righls of southern states to levy 
poll taxes if Ihey wish. 


The amendment, serving as a 


substitute for the entire bill does, 
however, express a congressional

today, the Eighth U. S. Air Force 
said its heavier bombers are how 
far deadlier weapons with addition 
of the external bomb racks which 
increase the Fortresses' bomb load 
to four tons, togelher wilh chin tur- 
rets on the Fortresses and two new 
power turrets on the Liberators. 


The new bomb racks can 
be 


bolted across the wings between the 
engines in half an hour. 


They mean some 
sacrifice in 


range and speed, but these possibil- 
ities immediately 
suggest 
them- 


selves: 


One — short range, pre-invasion 


assaults with great loads of'explo- 
sives, carried out under protection 
of fighter escort for approximately

raiding with the RAF. 


Speed and defensive armament 


are less important factors in either 
type of operation, particularly in 
the heavy night assaults by 
the 


RAF similar lo those which have 
been carried out recently against 
Berlin and Leipzig.

radio has referred to night raids 
by "British-American bombers," 
indicating 
American 
Fortresses 


may already have participaled in 
the saturation altacks, but Ihere 
has been no official stalement from 
London to bear out the

Another recent innovation in the 


American aerial assault -against 
Germany is Ihe dive-bombing tac- 
lie employed by bomb-carrying P- 
47 Thunderbolls. 


These powerful, 
single-engined 


fighters have been used lo altack 
objeclives by diving from high to 
medium altitudes before releasing 
the bombs. 


The attack is a variation of the 


old-style dive-bombing practiced 
by the JU-87 Stukas, in which this 
bomber dived to within a short dis- 
lance of the largel before releasing 
ils load. Improved defenses have 
made Ihis type of attack extremly 
hazardous for lb,e Germans. 


The new wing racks carried by 


the Fortresses weigh- roughly 150 
pounds and are of the simplest 
steel construction. Their bombs can 
be released electrically or manual- 
ly, and in sequence or in salvo with 
Ihe bomb bay load. They reduce 
the big bombers' range 
because 


they occupy space ordinarily given 
over to extra gasoline, and their 
wind 
resistance 
necessarily 
re- 


duced speed. Through their use, 
however, the Fortresses gain a 
much heavier punch. 


The latest Fortress model is the 


B-17G. Headquarters said it "is 
equipped wilh a chin turret provid- 
ing greater angles for lire and a 
more positive sighting mechanism 
and has sufficient ammunition for 
its two 50-caliber machineguns to 
discourage head-on attacks.

they were now liabilities, not as- 
sets, to the Nazis. 


Saundby said since the inception 


of the path-finder bombing method, 
such industrial towns as Barmen, 
Wuppertal, Elberfeld, Krefeld and 
others had been virtually destroy- 
ed, with their plants, gas works— 
everything — in single, concentrat- 
ed attacks. 


Describing the great scope of the 


recent attacks on Germany, Saund- 
by said they had reached the ter- 
rific rate of 120 tons per square 
mile per hour — 80 times the in- 
tensity of the heaviest Nazi raid 
on London.

the opportunities for pulse-feeling 
among the political leaders ' of 
both parties, the January sessions 
are not expected to reproduce any 
clues as to who the candidates wilt 
be. 


There is almost certain to be no 


such clue in the selection of com 
vention cities. While it sometimes 
happens that one potential candi- 
date or another gains 
prestige 


through: selection of a 'convention 
city in one of his own strongholds; 
the determining factor this year is 
almost bound to be transportation. 


For that reason, observers here 


think it most likely that both par- 
ties will pick Chicago. There 'are 
several other cities still in 'the 
running for both conventions. Phil- 
adelphia has made a strong bid 
for the 
Democratic 
convention. 


Cleveland, Detroit and St. Louis 
also have been discussed, as possi- 
bilities. But Chicago still has Die 
edge in that it is not only 
geo- 
graphically rigjit from a transpor- 
tation standpoint, but it is believed 
that it caa best supply accomodtj- 
tions without disrupting its local 
war effort. 


In any event, the national cam- 


paigns will be in full sway before 
January is written off the calen- 
dar.

clues as to who the candidates wilt 
be. 


There is almost certain to be no 


such clue in the selection of com 
vention cities. While it sometimes 
happens that one potential candi- 
date or another gains 
prestige 


through: selection of a 'convention 
city in one of his own strongholds; 
the determining factor this year is 
almost bound to be transportation. 


For that reason, observers here 


think it most likely that both par- 
ties will pick Chicago. There 'are 
several other cities still in 'the 
running for both conventions. Phil- 
adelphia has made a strong bid 
for the 
Democratic 
convention. 


Cleveland, Detroit and St. Louis 
also have been discussed, as possi- 
bilities. But Chicago still has Die 
edge in that it is not only

Sheppard, 24, now with the Fifth 


Army in Italy, has met the enemy 
face to face and he has licked him 
in a melee of mud, rifles, gre- 
nades, pistols and machine guns, 
the New York Herald Tribune says 
in a copyrighted story by Corres- 
pondent Homer Bigart. 


It all began when Sheppard and 


another 
Throckmorton 
resident, 


Sergeant 
Jack 
Sullivan, 
got 


trapped on the slopes of La Difen- 
sa on a reconnaissance patrol. 
They dove into a hole as machine 
gun bullets formed a solid 
wall 


above their heads, Sullivan man- 
aged to escape after lobbing gre- 
nades at the enemy. 


Five 
Germans raced 
toward 


Sheppard's position and he raised 
his rifle, found the sights clogged 
with mud and fired offhand, just 
like Sheriff Jack McWhorter taught 
him to shoot back in Throckmorton 
county, Bigart relates. 


"I was surprised when the first 


one fell," Sheppard said. "I got the 
next one, and then the third one 
comes running to within 20 yards 
before he goes down grabbing his 
belly. The other two started turn- 
ing away. I shot one in the shoulder. 


He had killed two men, wounded 


three and sent others flying. 


After weathering another shower 


of enemy grenades and mortar fire 
Sheppard made his way back to a 
command post where he 
volun- 


teered as a muleskinncr. 


Thinking about what the people 


in Throckmorton might say if they 
heard he was playing nurse to a 
jackass instead 
of meeting 
the 


enemy 
face 
to face, 
Sheppard 
changed his mind. 


His command post officer prom 


ised to send him back to the front 
at dawn.

(1) civil liberties; (2) the free en- 
terprise "chance to get ahead" sys- 
tem; (3) the need for international 
cooperation for peace and stability 
and (4) frank talk by candidates 
about vital national problems. 


Cowles said, in his letter to 


Sparks he was present in a Phila- 
delphia hotel room during the 1940 
convention when Willkie received 
two telephone calls from , responsi- 
ble members of the party offering 
to'"swing votes his-way on the next: 
ballot if he would promise a, cabi- 
net post for one unnamed person 
and support the vice presidential 
aspirations of another. 


Although Cowles said it looked as 


if Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio 
might be nominated on the next 
ballot, Willkie refused to make any 
deal. 


Taft commented last night "no-

stepped into a jeep named "Hus- 
ky" which belongs to Air Vice Mar- 
shal Park and is one of three pre- 
senled lo Gorl by Gen. Eisenhower 
when Sicily was invaded.

fronl of Ihe guard of honor, Ihe 
band slruck up "The Slar Spangled 
Banner."

Addressing' himself lo Field Mar- 


shal Gorl, Ihe troops and the peo- 
ple of Malta, Presidenl Roosevcll 
said: 


"Nearly a year ago Ihe prime 


minister and I were at Casablanca 
shortly after the landings by Brit- 
ish and American troops in North' 
Africa, and al Ural lime I lold the 
prime minister, some day we would 
once more control the whole of the 
Mediterranean and that 
then 
I 


would go to Malta. 


"For many months I have want- 


ed on behalf of the American peo- 
ple lo pay some lilllc tribute to this 
island and to all the people, both 
civil and military, who during three 
years have contributed so much lo 
democracy, nol jusl here but all 
over Ihc civilized world. 


"So al lasl I have been able lo 


come. Al lasl I have been able lo 
see something of this historic land 
and I wisli I could stay, bul I have 
many Ihings to do. 


"I may toll you, though, that 


during these past three weeks the 
prime minister and I feel we, too, 
have slruck slrong blows for the 
future of the human race and so 
in Ihis simple way I am taking the 
opportunity to do what 
all 
the 


American people would join with 
me in doing," 


After this lalk Ihe presidenl read 


Ihe following from, an illuminated 
scroll in a handsome wooden case 
which he said was "a citation from 
the presidenl of the United Stales 
speaking on behalf of all the Amer- 
ican people:" 


"In Ihe name of Ihe people of Ihe 


Uniled Slates of America I salute 


and ils defenders who in the cause 
of freedom and justice and decency 
throughout the world : have ren- 
dered valorous service far above 
and beyond the call of duty, V 


"Under repeated fire from 
the 


skies, Malta stood alone and un- 
afraid in the center of the sea, one 
tiny bright flame in the darkness, 
a beacon of hope in the clearer 
days which have come. 


"Malta's" bright story of human 


fortilude and courage will be read 
by posterity with wonder and grat- 
titude through all the ages. 


"What was done in this island 


maintains all the highest traditions 
of gallant men and women 
who 


from the beginning of time 
have 


lived and died to preserve civiliza- 
tion for all mankind. 


"Signed Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
"President, Dec. 7, 1943." 
The president dated the 
scroll 


Dec. 7, the day before his .visit, be-; 
cause it: was the second aniver- 
sary of the Uniled States' entry into 
the war. 


"The United Stales will proceed 


until the war is won," Mr. Roose- 
velt told his listeners. "But more 
than that we will stand shoulder to 
shoulder with, the British Empire 
and our other allies in making it 
a victory worthwhile." 


Replying, Lord Gort said the peo- 


ple of Malta were "very sensible 
of Ihe greatness of this occasion" 
and that it was a day they would 
never forget. 


"No one can be asked to do more 


in war than fulfill his or her duty, 
none can do less." Gort added. 
"And that you and the citizens of 
Ihe 
Ur»ited States of 
America 


should feel the armed forces and 
people of this island have not.failed 
the United Nations is in itself a 
full reward. 


The island's governor then asked 


the president's consent to "repro- 
duce - the -citation- 'in jljrpnze' • 
; and 


place it in Valletta's palace square 
where "it will stand in all weathers 
as a permanent.monument of this 
great and unique occasion." 


The whereabouts of the president 


has not been disclosed since he and 
the prime minister 
conferred 
in 


Cairo Dec. 4-6 with President Ismet 
Inonu of Turkey. Before that, he 
and Churchill had visited Teheran, 
Iran, Nov. 28-Dec. 1, to confer with 
Premier Stalin following talks Nov. 
22-26 in Cairo with Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek.

Navy Figher Pilot Lt. Comdr. Ed- 
ward H. (Butch O'Hare, dubbed by 
President Roosevelt one 
of 
the 


greatest combat fliers in aviation 
history, is missing in action. 


The St. Louis ace who won the 


Congressional Medal of Honor for 
blasling five Jap bombers 
out of 


the sky lone-handed in Ihc battle 
of the Coral Sea was reported by 
the navy lo have disappeared on 
a flight mission, probably 
some- 


where in Ihe Soulh Pacific. 


Nolificalion was received yeslcr- 


day by his mother, Mrs . Selma 
O'Hare of Phoenix, Arix., and his 
wife, the former Rita Woostcr of 
St. Louis, who now lives in ' San 
Diego, Calif. O'Hare is the father 
of a baby girl. 


The flier, then 28, established his 


combat record during an atlack by 
enemy bombers on a U. S. aircraft 
carrier in February, 1942.
